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282—20.56(272) Out-of-state applicants.   An out-of-state applicant who seeks an administrative
license after July 1, 2003, will be granted a Class A license valid for one year in order to complete
the evaluator endorsement requirements. If the person does not hold an administrative license in the
state where the person completed the administrative program, then a Class A license will be granted.
The Class A license is valid for one year and is nonrenewable. The requirements for the evaluator
endorsement must be met before the issuance of the administrative license.
